TURNED HIM LOOSE. 

James Payton, Colored, Taken From 
Jail on Habeas Corpus. 



James Payton, colored, was tried early 
in October in the Police Court on the 
charge of disorderly conduct, and dis- 
missed. 

A day or two later a warrant was 
sworn out for him charging "gambling" 
—at least the mittimus says he was 
victed of that offense— and he was t: 
before .'Squire Grant and iined |21 and 
costs, $24.75 In all— the same evidence, 
according to the testimony of Attorney 
W. Henry Wads worth, being submitted 
in both trials. 

'Squire Grant, under Payton's prom 
ise to settle, let htm go free until Satur 
day, when he went to Jail, the mitti- 
ius reciting that he had been con- 

icted of "gambing,"— whatever that 
may be? 

Soon after the committal a writ of 
habeas corpus was sworn out before 
Judge Wadsworth, commanding Jailer 
Mcllvaine to produce Payton's body in 
his Court at 11:30 a. m. 
For sufficient reasons the Jailer could 
otcomply at the hour named and asked 
1 extension until 1:30 p. m., which was

At 1:30 Jailer Mcllvaine produced 
Payton before County Judge Newell, 
instead of in the Police Court in pursu- 
ance of the writ and the extension of 
time Indorsed thereon, and Judge New- 
ell promptly ordered him taken back to 
Jail until 3:30. 
In the meantime, Payton's lawyers 
ere not idle, and they sued out an at- 
ichment for the Jailer, this action 
prompting Mr. Mcllvaine to seek legal 
advice. 

He employed H6n. B. L. Worthlng- 
ton, one of the best Constitutional law- 
yers at the Mason Bar, who was not long 
In advising Mr. Mcllvaine that it was 
his duty to deliver the prisoner to Judge 
Wadsworth, which was promptly done. 

Thereupon Judge A. E. Cole, L. W. 
lalbralth and W. Henry Wadsworth, 
Attorneys for Payton, entered a motion 

dismiss their client, as he was 
charged with a statutory offense, and 
he was discharged from custody by 
Judge Wadsworth.

There are only 18,898 
soldiers in the United States proper, 
the rest being in the Philippines. Cuba, 
Porto Rico. Alnska, Hawaii and China. 
The number in the United States is 
smaller than at any time since the end 
of the civil war.

White Men Intrude Themselves Upon 
Redskins and Secure Possession of 
Their Prospective Allotments. 



The Total Population of the "Pit 
Civilised Tribes" Is Estimated 
at S4.TBO— Several Recommen- 
dations Made. 

Washington, Nov. 5.— United States 
Indian Agent Shoenfeldt, in charge 
of the Union agency, Whose Jurisdic- 
tion comprise* the five civilized tribes, 
protests in his annual report against 
unlawful occupation of the Indian 
lands and urges rigid congressional 
legislation to protect the Indian citi- 
zen against the encroachmente. of ag 
gresslve and grasping w-liites. Of 2,00( 
complaints filed against DJOnoHiaeni 
by Indians in the past fiscal year 
large majority were against white 
men who in the past ImkI Intruded 
themselves upon the Indians and hac 
gained their confldnece to a sufficient 
degree to secure, possession of theii 
prospective allotments, and, after hav- 
ing secured possession, refused eithei 
to pay rent or to vacate, thus pre 
venting the Indians from receiving 
any rents or profits therefrom.
